— ThonRh 
yesterday was the laet day on earth for 
Ed Blair it paeaed nunuticed by any 
particnluar incidenta. Th« murderer 
was TMry pa]*, bat did not azhibit any 
dgna of waakaniag. Ha paaaad a aleep- 
laiaaigMk and marta of thatarrible 
•t^ttiil ware bona on hiataea. Yester- 
day morning Fftther Lngan baptized 
him in the Catholic faith and left liini 
In better spirit*. Shortly afterward 
Chaplain Sutton attended him with 
prayer and Kriptarai readings. 

Ijia remainaer of the morning was 
■pent in company with MiM Laura 
Qialr, hia natar. Conversatiou wax di- 
rectaa mainly npoa home topics, and the 
yonng lady spent eonaiderable time 
Baking boqnata for each of ^a live oon- 
dMEoneid men in the annex. 

B«Dry Blair, half brother to the mur- 
derer, takee the axaotltion with more 
aaae, tayinc that Sd twooffbt his trdobio 
npoD himself. 

At 5 p. m. Laura Blair was admitted 
to the reaction room of the annex to 
bid her brother the last farewell. She 
rf>mained nearly au hour and Warden 
Dyer was obliged to send for her. When 
told that this would be the last oppor- 
tunity to say goodbv, the most pathetic 
sceae aver witnessed ill the innitation 
foOowad, and the stromr hearts of the 
gnarda were momentarily' softened, and 
fears were shed by them. She hybteri- 
cally clasped her brother's neck, kissing 
him and calling his name over and over 
again. Suddenly she fell from his arms 
and oaticht CHiard Stansell around the

his support. 

At tnis opportunity, Blair was re- 
moved to the death cage. When the 
young lady realised ibat h« was gone 
from her side foreTer, ehe again went 
into hysterica, ahriaking wildly for aa* 
siatance. Her cries were heard at the 
front offict* and assistants were sent to 
Mng her from the annex. She was 
placed in the warden's apartments and 
a phyFician attended her. The prostra- 
tion was so severe that she cannot be 
taken from the penitentiary before thia 
afternoon. 

Blair ascended the scaffold with firm 
step at r,.':07 this morning. The drop 
fell at 12:08. His neok was broken by 
the fall and he was prononucea dead at 
12:20. The remains will be shipped at 
£ p. m. to his old home for interment 
and will be accompanied by his sister. 

The crime for which Ed Blair paid the 
penalty with his life was indeed a hein- 
ous one, and it was conomitted while he 
was a fugitiTe from Jfftioe at Harts- 
burg, Putnam oomaty, Inrch 17, 1890. 
Blair was serving a seren years' sentence 
in the Ohio penitentiary for burglary, 
and it be<;ame neoseasry to take him out 
to testify ai^ainst one of his pals. At 
Blancheeter he made a daring escape 
from his guards by jumping from the 
train. In company witli two crooks he 
went to Uartsburg, where he had planned 
to rob the station of which Arthur Henry 
was agent. The young agent wab sum- 
moned to his office by Blair, who pro- 
fessed urgent business with him. When 
he arrived, the two pals, Stout and Shoe- 
maker,^mained on the outiiide and Blair 
went in. He immediately pulled his re- 
volver and demanded that Henry oi)«u 
the safe. He refused and was shot 
down in cold blood. 

Blair fled to Parkersburg, W. Va., 
where he was cafStured some weela 
later. His conviction speedily followed, 
and the sentence of death was passed 
to be carried out April 29, 1891. He 
was respited until June 5 in order to 
carry hts C!i,<»e to the the supreme court, 
and again aulil Aug. 21, to get it befure 
the board of pardon, fiach effort failed 
and the mvdsr of Arthur Henry is 
avenged. 

CAN MAKE IT RAIN AT WILL, 

The OeTwmaieat Kxyeriaseata Se Far 

Complately Sneeasafal. 

Midland, Tex., Aug. 21. — Gkneral 
Dyrenforth and his party arc again sik'- 
cessful in their efforts tuprudneu rainf.tll 
byartifldal means, and all thi» region in 
rejoicing in a heavy and widespread rain- 
storm, which iuFures winter gra.ss. and 
averts the distress which a few weeks of 
dry weather would have brouvht. This 
is the second heavy rain on tne Morris 
ranch which has fallen inside of eight 
days, besides several light showers, and 
there seems to be no reasonable doubt 
but that the rain-OMkars deserve niuch 
of the credit, espedaOy fl»r tl^a oopums- 
nees of the fall. 

Ti n days ago they began oparatious 
and they have kept up a continual 
"skirmiHli" since that time. Seme 
of the most powerful apparattis has not 
been used to a great extent, but large 
quantities of "raokarook," a mixture of 
giant powder, dynamite and oxygen 
gas have been exploded on the ground, 
from kites and balloons.

2t— Frank C. Almy, 
the murderer of Christie Warden, was 

discovered in Mr. Warden's bam Thurs- 
day morning. Almy fired fifteen shots 
at his pursuers and shot A. Turner, of 
Norwich, slightly wounding nim. The 
crowd wtthuew and held a eoondl of 
war. 

While many favored burning the barn 
to drive Almy oat the majority were fur 
entertnf tile bam, and volunteers for 
thia purpose were called for. Twenty- 
two men immediately responded. As 
the party entered the barn Almy's voice 
was heaid asking that John Puller be 
sent to him as he wished to epeak to 
him. Ex-Sheriff Bridgman and Fuller 
went into the loft. and. after conversing 
with Almy, Sheriff Bridgman returned 
and mounting a ladder leaning against 
the house said to the crowd: 

* 'FeUowmitifSM— Almy has been 
found. Now I call upon you in the 
name of the law and good order to re- 
strain yotur anger and let the law take 
its course with this foul mtirderer. I 
say this at the reqnest of the coimty 
ofBcials, men whom we ohoae bgr o«r 
votes to act for us— we all kaif oenll* 
dence in them." 

The crowd finally agreed to let Almy 
be taken care of by the offloers. He had 
threatened to kill himself and sell his 
life dearly otherwise. The oowd 
formed in lines along the ined to see 
Almy brought out 

Almy afterwards refused to come out. 
The eiowd Anally overpowered him and 
he was takes to the Wheelook House 
under a strong guard. Before Almy 
was taken there was an attack apon the 
ban with Winoheoter rifles, Mimr m- 
taliating with shot after shot tnm Mi 
revolver.

^nre nii<1 Cropn Fntlrely l>eatroyed. 

Paris, Aug. 21.— News has reached 
here of a terrible destructive hturicane 
which swept over the Island of Martln- 
i(jue. one of the West India islands, 
]>rincii)ally inhabited by a French eol- 
ony. 

The first information received here 
was to the effect that every vessel In ttie 
harbor of Fort de France, the tninoipal 
harbor of the island, situated on the 
Houthweat side of llMrtinlqne. had been 
lost St Pierre, howevar, Is the capital, 
and is on the northwest side. It is also 
said that the houses at Fort de Franoe 
and St. Pierre had been daau^fed bgr tiie 
hurricane, and that many llTsa were re- 
ported to have been lost. 

The only additional information re- 
ceived here is that the number of vessels 
lost is over twenty and that this number 
includes the Bieufaiteur and Ned White. 

The Bieufaiteur is a French bark. Cap- 
tain Garnier, 286 toss. She left Rio Ja- 
neiro on Jime 18 for Ifartiniqtie. The 
Ned White is an American bng, Capt. 
Elwell, 528 tons. She left Havana on 
June 28 for St. Pierre. 

Another dispatch haa been received 
here confirming the report that all the 
vessds at Martinique were lost during 
tlie terrible hurricane there. Aa it is 
well known Fort de F^ranoe and St. 
Pierre are important ports of the Lesser 
Antilles. 

Later official advices Just received 
Ktate that thecalamity which has visited 
Martinique is the moet eevere dnoe the 
year 1817. 'The disaster Is said to be 
equal to the famous cyclone which 
swept over the laland of Antigua in 
1871. So far as can be learned, there 
have been nearly ninety deaths as a re- 
sult of the hnrricane^s vlsitstkMi: but it 
will be sometime before the full extent 
of the disaster is known. 

Port de France sJone having twelve 
deaths. At St. Pierre Ave people are 
known to have been killed, but it is 
feared that this number does not reiire- 
sent the entire loss of life in the capital. 

Communication with the different 
ports of the Ishmd was never an easy 
matter, and it is exceedingly diflonlt to 
get detailed news at present 

As the reports from the vsrloos sso- 
tions reach St Pierre it beoomee evident 
that the extent of the hurrioane's de- 
vastations has not besB mneh exagger- 
ated. Dsatmotioa of property and kss 
of life is. reported fkom au puts of the 
coast. 

The latest reports received at St 
Pierre from Lamentinei shows that tho 
hnirioene coimts ten vfottanh in that 
place alone in addition to s kurge num- 
ber of injured. 

At Fnmoois there have been sixteen 
people killed and a large number in- 
jured, and at Riviere Pilote there have 
been two or more deaths, and so on from 
all parts of the island comes the tale of 
woe and deeolation. 

La Trinite sends in a list of its dead at 
ten and numbers of more or less serious- 
ly injured. The damage done to ship- 
ping and property may safely be classed 
as stupendous. 

About two-fifths of the Island was un- 
der onltlvation, and themonntain slopes 
were eovered with fbrssts; aU the culti- 
vation and all the forest in the path of 
the hnrricsne appear to have been swept 
away.. The numerotis sugar, coffee, 
cotton and cocoa plantations, which 
have felt the force of the tornado, seem 
too have been utterly destroyed. Houses 
and bams, storehouses and stableehave 
been cmshed out of existence, and a 
eonaiderable period most elapse before 
the island recovers from its tnrrible vis- 
itation. Every hour adds to the list of 
horrors, already long enough to startle 
anybody. Some of the poorer classes of 
people nave loet their au, and the same 
may be said of a number of the richer 



NOT IN THE WAR. 

The JlelMmorfi »ii<l Ohio Will Met Cot 
PaanruKer Ratea. 

Baltimore, Aug. 21.— (Jeiieral Pas- 
senger Agent Scull, of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, says the statement 
published yesterday that the Baltimore 
and Ohio has cut, or threatened to cut 
the passenger rate from Cincinnati and 
Chicago to New York, or anywhere else, 
is not true. He has had no correspond- 
ence with the general passenger agent 
of the Erie railroad or any other person 
upon the subject, and he cannot see how 
such reports could have originated. 

The Baltimore and Ohio, Mr. Scull 
says, is not a rate disttirber at any time, 
and it is to6 busy, just now particularly, 
in taking care of and develoiiing its 
local business to engage in a rate war. 
He says further that railroad wars do 
not add to the revenue of railroad com- 
panies or result in any permanent ad- 
vantage to the public, and the Balti- 
more and Ohio is therefore opposed to 
them.

HORROR AT A HANfllWO. 

The TleMai'B Head Aim oat Torn flroas His 
Body. 

LnrsBFOOL, Aug. 81.— James Conway, 
the stsamship flrmnaa who was recently 
sentenced to death for the boy whose 

bcnly was found on May I'J last lloatiiig 
in a sailor's bag in Hardou dock, this 
city, was hanged Thurbday morning. 
When Berry, the hangman, was pulling 
the black cap over Conway's head, ^ 
latter shouted : ' 'Hold on, I want to s^r 
something." Berry replied: "Ton oan't 
speak now." The priest who was in it- 
tendance on the oriminal interfered and 
Conway asked forgivenees for his sins. 

When the drsp fell, and Conway dis- 
appeared from new, a dripping soimd 
was heard. An investigation showed 
that Conway's head had been practical- 
ly torn from his body, the head only 
being held to the body by the mtisolee 
of the neck, and from this terrible 
wound blood wss pouring npou the 
floor. In bis confession, wmoh the 
priest read, Conway said that he was in- 
toxicated when he mtirdered the boy, 
and his reason for taking the boy's life 
was a morbid curiosity to obsen-e the 
process of dying. He denied having as- 
siiulted the boy as was at first sus- 
pected.

The Institute was called to oiiler Wed- 
nesday at 9 o'clock a. m. by Superintend- 
ent Blatterman. After scriptural reading 
and prayer, Prof. Swift gave instructions on 
the metric system, continuing the discus- 
sion of arithmetic. Joeiah Wilson gave 
blackboard illustrations of the process of 
inverting the divisor. W. R. Chandler 
explained the division of fractions by re- 
ducing to a common denominator. Mr. 
Garrett explained the subtraction of 
compound numbers* 

The subject of grading pttpils caused a 
spirited discussion participated in by 
Messrs. Wilson, Do<l8on and Merry. 

Physiology was the subject %i an inter- 
esting talk by Prof. Swift. Mr. Cook fol- 
lowed with a talk on the text-book course 
in physiolog}'. Miss Degnian spoke on 
theaul^ject of prognr /axerdse, and was 
fblTow<M by Superintendent Blatterman, 

wl:o said thf teachers shoiiM use their 
influence to get improvements for scliool 
houses, so as to make them pleasant and 
comfortable. 

Mr. PoUitt discussed the subject of 
oral lessons in history. He was followed 
by Hayes Thomas, who gave an interest- 
ing taik on " The Teacher's Part in the 
Recitation." Prof. Swift place<l an out- 
line of U. S. History on the board for 
topical study. 

In the afternoon the first subject w as 
Geography. It was discnmed by Prof. 
Swift. He advised the use of the taiold- 
inv;-l»oanl. MIsh Kvaiis described her 
method of map-drawing, wliicb was good. 
She teachea history fat connection with 
geography. 

Prof. li. H. Dodson illustrated map 
drawing and mathods of review. 

Mr. W. T. Berry thought teadiers 
should visit each other's schools. In this 
way they could get better ideas of each 
other's plans than at institutes. 

Prof. Swift commented on the above 
topics and explained the methodof using 
a hectograph. He also explained map- 
drawing by use of stridght lines, and the 
winds and their directions, .\fter a recess, 
the Quary box was opened and disposed of. 
Prof. Swift then exhibited and explained 
some very excellent maps he had drawn, 
showing the grain, mineral, grazing and 
manufacturing regions of the earth. 

Tn taking up the subject of "Civil 
Government," Mr. Swift said: "We 
should begin with the family, then pro 
ceed in order to the school, town or city, 
county. State and United States." Teach 
carefully the duties of the various ofli- 
cers. Adjourned until 9 a. m. Thursday. 

"Tin -ry and Practice" was the first 
iiliject Tliuisday nuirniii;.'. Pmf. Swift 
delivered a very interesting talk on tliis 
topic. He used a diagram, and advised 
teachers to study psychology that tlioy 
may better understand the mind uf the 
child, whereby they may better develop 
l)ody and mind. The location of the 
atl'ections caused a spirited discussien in 
which Masssrs. Chandler and Dodson 
made some excellent points. 

"The School" was discussed by Rev. 
K. H. Dodson. He delivered some in- 
structive remarks, after which Superin- 
tendent Blatterman spoke on the datiee 
of local school ofliccrs. 

" The Recitation " was the subject of a 
very interesting talk by Pwrf. W. B. 
Chandler. 

The Superintendent gave some in- 
structions on the school laws, cumment- 
im: on the duties and responsibilities of 
the Board of Education, Superiritendent 
o( PqbUc Instructioi^^ County Snperii)- 
tendenf, County Et^aiq^n, District 
Trustees and teachora. ■ ' v
